Many owners of 
promising mining claims are unable 
to explore them because of lack of 
capital, and it is legitimate and hon- 
est for them to offer shares in the 
enterprise in return for the money 
required to ascertain whether or not 
the prospect can be developed into a 
mine. They may have reason be- 
lieving that their claims are good and 
can be made to pay, but if they are 
honest they will not try to induce 
others to invest by asserting that they 
are absolutely certain of values, and 
promising enormous profits. The 
owner of a proved mine does not have 
to peddle shares to the public: there 
is plenty of capital ready for invest- 
ment in sure things. 

Investment in cheap mining stocks 
is pure speculation at best. Stock in pay- 
ing mines cannot be tought for less 
than its vaiue, and is therefore an in- 
vestment rather than a gamble. If one 
desires to speculate in mining shares, 
or gamble pn the chances of striking 
another Mohawk, the first thing for 
him to do is to gather authentic in- 
formation, not only about the mine, 
but about the men who are offering 
stock for sale. The next thing is to 
disbelieve utterly and firmly the pro- 
moter who promises sure profits. 

There is nothing sure in mining, 
except that nobody can see into the 
ground deeper than the bottom of the 
hole, and that not one prospect in ten 
thousand turns out to be a mine. 


AN’S RICH INHERITANCE. 

What infinite pains Divine Prov- 
idence seems to have taken in pre- 
paring this old earth for the habita- 
tion of the sons of God! The sun’s 
heat of millions of years ago, long be- 
fore animal life appeared on the 
face of this globe, was converted in- 
to vast deposits of coal now being 
dug from the earth to warm man and 
to Go his work.

The report in the telegraphic serv- 
ice of the newspapers a few days ago 
of the discovery of an immense bed 
of coal on the northeast coast of Ire- 
land gives rise to the above reflection. 
Judge Morris, some years ago Chief 
Justice of Ireland, an exceedingly ee- 
centric character, made the statement 
that the “wrongs of Ireland” first 
came from the Almighty and were 
produced during the glacial period. 
He contended that Irish industries 
were impossible because in these long- 
past ages a slowly-moving stream of 
solid ice coming southward from the 
polar regions had ground the min- 
eral wealth of Ireland to powder and 
slowly pushed it into the depths of 
the sea, leaving for the most part 


of coal and other mineral 
wealth, and even of soil, excepting 
in the center of the island, whica 
he said was formed like a soup plate 
and unlike any other island in the 
world, where the excessive rainfalls 
of the region were gathered with- 
out possibility of drainage, creating 
useless bogs. 
Chief Justice Morris's declarations 
were generally as exaggerated as they 
were striking. But it has been a fact 
during the last fifty or seventy-five 
years that Irish industries were ren-

the people of that part of the island. 
They are exceedingly shrewd people 
in the way of business and as indus- 
trious as any the sun looks down up- 
on. Unable to compete with England 
in producing cotton fabrics, they 
turned their attention to linen and 
have beaten the world in that indus- 
try. The linen factories of the north 
of Ireland-are immense and the own- 
ers are very prosperous. With cotton 
spinning and iron industries added, 
the north of Ireland will undoubtedly 
witness a great industrial develop- 
ment. 

And so wherever we turn we find 
confutation of the “dismal science’”’ 
prociaimed by Malthus nearly a cen- 
tury ago. According to that dreamy 
philosophizer of the early part of the 
last century, population was growing 
so much more rapidly than the means 
of subsistence that governments were 
urged to take steps to check the natur- 
al increase of human beings in order 
that the world might not become over- 
crowded. At the beginning of the new 
century we have learned a brighter 
and better philosophy. The _ riches 
stored up in the earth from its surface 
downward have but begun to be de- 
veloped. Men like Luther Burbank, 
practical] in their philosophy instead of 
dreamers like Malthus, are teaching 
us how to do more than make two 
blades of grass grow where one grew 
before. He is showing us how to make 
two hills of potatoes grow where one 
grew and five peaches on the limb that 
once bore but one. The American De- 
partment of Agriculture is engaged in 
practical experiments which will. bring 
from the soil of the earth crops mag- 
nificently larger than have ever been 
harvested. Twenty years ago a 
paper as intelligent as the New York 
Sun proclaimed that the corn-produc- 
ing area of the United States had all 
been brought into bearing and there- 
fore the corn limit had been reached, 
which also meant the hog limit. Un- 
der Uncle Sam’s boss farmer, the Hon. 
Mr. Wilson, the corn-producing area 


likel¥ to be doubled. The same is true 
of cotton. The United States possess- 
es, so far as is known today, the 
largest cotton-producing area in the 
world, and Mr. Wilson's experts are 
‘showing the cotton planters how to 
gather two and even three bolls of 
cotton where formerly they gathered 
only one. 

The Reclamation Service of the 
United States, recently organized, is 
literally making the desert blossom 
with the richest crops that the farm- 
er has ever reaped. With the Reclam- 
ation Service bringing vast areas into 
cultivation under irrigation ditches, 
the preservation of the forests, the 
storing of the flood-waters and in- 
tensive cultivation carried out on all 
te productive areas of the country, 
ii United States is capable of main- 
taining a population denser than that 
of China and on a scale of living as- 
suring perfect comfort, and an aijun- 
dance of food. 

In our own day we have learned 
to almost despise coal, once considered 
the greatest source of wealth the world 
could know. The watercourses of this 
old globe through the electric appli- 
ances of the present day offer motive 
power on such a magnificent scale 
that the power producible from coal 
becomes of minor consideration. The 
value of these stores of power lies in 
the fact that they are absolutely in- 
exhaustible. While the vapors ascend 
from the broad expanse of the oceans, 
lakes and the surface of the earth, 
while dews distill and rains descend, 
the rivers will run down to the sea, 
and mankind will have power to do 
his bidding in all the Industries known 
to us and in all the unthought of in- 
dustries that will come in the gener- 
ations to follow us. 


E ARE GOING SOME. 

A Federal Government official un- 
der the department of the Treasury and 
in direct charge of the customs of the 
country stated in Los Angeles a few 
days ago that the customs collected 
on imported automobiles for the fiscal 
year closed June 50, 1906, amounted to 
$5,000,000. As these vehicles pay a 
duty of 45 per cent. on the cost at the 
point of purchase, it would mean that 
the original cost expenditure for the 
machines would be more than $11,100,- 
000; and adding the duty, the laid- 
down cost in America would be over 
$16,100,000. 

This is one fact indicating where a 
great amount of the enormous produc- 
tion of wealth is going. It is a huge 
sum of money for the American peo- 
ple to put into one form of luxury in 
a single year. The automobile is pure- 
ly and simply a modern-day luxury. 
We are speaking, of course, mainly of 
the great touring car. This form of 
amusement has become a fad, almost 
a craze. People of leisure and wealth 
love to mount one of these fiying 
things and simply go. It is not a ques- 
tion of getting anywhere or doing any- 
thine when one gets there, but simply 
a whim to go—and go like Satan. 
These tours are not taken for the pur- 
pose of seeing the country or enjoying 
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the beauties of nature. The exhila- 
ration incident to merely going like the 
wind seems to be all there is to it. 

These imported cars are certainly 
not half of the automobiles bought 
in the country during the year in ques- 
tion. For domestic-made machines a 
jlarger sum of money than for these 
imported ones was certainly paid by 
the wealthy people of America.

of business. With this heavy tax 
levied upon the importations, the man- 


crease very rapidly and it will be but 
a few years until all the machines 
used in the country will be of home 
make, keeping this immense sum of 
money from going out of the coun- 
try year by year. Another point in 
favor of the Dingley Tariff Bill is that 
the $5,000,000 paid for duties on these 
imported ears comes out of the pock-. 
ets of people who are well able to pay. 
for their luxurious indulgences. 

Large as the sum of money paid for 
duties and the original amounts paid 
for these imported cars may seem, the 
significance of it will appear quite evi- 
dent to any one who takes the trouble 
to notice how many of these flying 
machines are used in our own city. 
An observing person who sometimes 
stands for five minutes on any street 
corner in the center of the city wait- 
ing for a street car to come along will 
notice an average of two great tour- 
ing cars a minute passing around one 
or other of the four corners. Those 
who ride upon the street cars during 
the afternoon into any of the thickly 
populated sections of the city south of 
Sixth street and west of Broadway 
may observe in traveling from the cor- 
ner of Broadway and First a distance 
of four or five miles out Westlake way 
or West. Adams Heights, from forty 
to eighty automobiles coming and go- 
ing along the streets or standing by 
‘the sidewalks during a ride of twen- 
‘ty minutes to-half an hour upon the 
cars. There are probably more of these 
luxurious vehicles used in the city of 
Los Angeles than in any other city 
of the same size in America. There 
are two reasons for this: our popula- 
tion is composed very largely of peo- 
ple of wealth and leisure, and the cli- 
mate every moment of the day invites 
to the enjoyment of a spin through 
the pure, bracing air. 


It has been estimated, on careful 
authority, that .$150,000,000 has been 
invested in mining stocks during the 
present year. And a great deal of 
the money has been put up by people 
who couldn't be dragged into a good 
square poker game with a four-horse 
team.

FUL CRIES

HICKS, BURIED MINER, MAY BE A 
MANIAC. 


Calls to Desperate Rescuers to Get 
| Him Out—Courage of This Won- 
derfully Nervy Man Said to Be 
Breaking—Shares His Living Grave 
With Dead Comrades. 


BAKERSFIELD, Dec. 18.—The situ- 
ation at the Edison camp where the 
task of rescuing Hicks, the entombed 
miner, is in progress, is the most crit- 
ical and discouraging since the first 
pick was stuck in the mountain side 
eight days ago.

They Assert That When Inspector 

Takes Samples, He Should Leave 

Some of Fiuid so That They 

Might Have It Analyzed for Them- 

selves, as Basis of Defense. 


Grocers who sell milk think they 
have a grievance against the City 
Hoard of Health. They claim that 
they are not, given a “square deal’—a 
deal stich ag Uncle Sam gives in the 
provisions of the new pure food law— 
and they asseverate that they won't 
be satisfied until they get it. 

The trouble has all come about 
through the activity of the city milk 


ingpector in making tests of milk of- : 


fered for sale in the various stores. 

The standard has been found below 
erdinance regulations in various cases, 
and it has cost the dealers consider- 
fble money for fines, as well as annoy- 
ance at having been published to the 
consuming world as persons whose 
xopds wouldn't bear the test of the 
city chemist. 

The Retail Grocers’ Association has 
taken up the cudgels in behalf of the 
retailer. At first it sent to the Board 
of Health a communication in which it 
ealled_attention to what it deemed an 
unfair method of securing samples, in 
that the seller was not allowed to re- 
tain a portion of the milk taken so 
that he might also have an analysis 
made by some reputable chemist. It 
was asked that this be allowed. 

The Board of Health gave the com- 
munication scant courtesy. It de- 
«lared that it had perfect confidence in 
its inspectors, and was satisfied with 
their methods of procedure. 

It was supposed that the subject was 
a “closed incident,” but the Retail 
(yrocers’ Association doesn’t feel that 
way about it. The association has 
now sent another communication to 
the Board of Health, calling attention 
to the fact that the national pure foot 
law requires that when samples are 
taken from a retail stock for test pur- 
poses, a similar quantity of the same 
goods shall be sealed and delivered to 
the proprietor of the place, so that he 

may make such tests as he may 
desire, and thus have the basis for « 
defense, if, proceedings are instituted 
against him. 

The retail grocers declare that the 
city should make the same provisions, 
and that if this is done they will be 
satisfied. When milk samples are se- 
~ured, they desire that half of the con- 
tents of the bottle be placed in another 
bottle, sealed by the City Inspector 
, and delivered to the seller, so that the 
jatter can have his own tests made 
while the officia] tests are being made. 

“If this is done,” said! Secretary 
Paulding, yesterday, when discussing 
the situation, ‘“‘we will be satisfied, 
and if any member of our association 
is then proven to be selling milk that 
is below standard, we shall advise hitn 
to pay his fine and be more careful in 
the future.” 

City Chemist Miller says that ‘!n 
most of the cases which have gone 
Into court on his reports the milk was 
below standard. The difficulty was 
sot that the milk was deficient in but- 
ter fats, but that the bacteriological 
sount has far exceeded the standard 
set by the city ordinances. He als» 
says that while chemists with an or- 
' @dinary equipment could with compara 
tive euse determine the qualities of 
milk samples as to butter fat, there 
are very few wha have the facilities 
for making the count as to the number 
of bacteria.
